At Joseph's coininuDd their 
money is returned again and his cup is put 
in tbo mouth of Benjamin's sack (Gon. sllv, 
1, 2), Soon of tor they huvo lofc they aro 
hotly pursued by Joseph's steward, who re- 
proaches them for bavi:ig stolen his master's 
cup. Tbey protest that they aro innocent, 
and declare tbat whoever of them has tho 
cup shall'bo Joseph's slave. He examines all 
tho saclffi ajid finds tbo cup iu, Benjamin's. 
Tbey reud tbcii* clothes and return Judab 
becomes thcfr spokesman, "\Vitb raro patbos 
and oloquonco ho speaks to tho heart of 
Josoph (Gen. :div, 18-34), w-bo only by tho 
utmost self command (GeiL rlii, IM^ xlili, 30, 
31) had succeeded in putting them to a test 
which seems harsh and unfeeling, but which 
was necessary to show that they aro ontirely 
difTcreiit men from what tbey onco \vore. 


THE LESSON. 


Joseph Alone with His Brothers (vs. 1, 2).— 


Joseph can no longer control his feelings, 


mot liis brothers and which oro r.otv raised to 
the highest pitch. Ho commands every ono 
to go out but hid brethren, and then breaks 
out in tbo Jond •weeping which is characteris- 
tic of Orientals (Ex. xii, 30). Tho sound of 
his voics oven reaches tbo court of Plinraoh. 


V, 3. With a simplicity and tenderness born 


of true affection, he lays aside overy barrier 
which exists between him nnd them on ac- 
count; of bis exulted position, ant1, says, "I am 
Joseph; doth my father yet live?" Thoy 
cannot answer him. The bitter memory of 
tho hour is before them -when, twenty yours 
ago, that samo Josoph bad. pleaded for his 
life ancl when thoy had rudely thrust him into 
tho pic. Now they soo before their, tho ruler 
of Egypt, who has power to put thorn to death 
in a moment. They stand therefore- utterly 
confounded before- him. 


Vs. -I, d. Bun Joseph puts himself on the 


samo luvol with thciu, bidding thorn to come 
near him, and says: "I am Joseph, j'our 
brother, whom yo sold into Egypt." Ho does 
not remind them of whaC tbey have done to 
cause them pain, but rather to identify him- 
self. Jn tho most generous and comforting 
way ho assures them threo times that after 
all ibTvas God who hud sent him to Egypt to 
preserve lifo. 
(Compare vs. 7, 8.) 


God Eules {vs. G-S).—Theso verses clearly 


teach two things; 1, God has a plan with, re- 
pard to tho government of this world. 
™. 


That all things aro mada subservient to the 
best interests of hia peoplo and the progress cf 
his kingdom. The act of Joseph's brethren in 
selling him was most base, and brought on 
thorn much suffering; but God overruled it in 
such a way that it worked harmonious]y with 
his plan. From aworld'y point of view, it 
was a most insignificant event when tho sons 
of Israel camo to Egypt. Thoy were but a 
mero handful of ignorant shepherds in com- 
parison with the wealthy and learned Egyp- 
tians. Joseph might well havo considered 
that his great work was to provide for tho 
Egyptians; but ho recognized that bo had a 
higher calling in providing for the people of 
redemption that waa yet to bo. 


When Le spoala of himself ns n. father to 


Pharaoh ho uses an expression which would 
bo'familiar to his brethren as'indicating that 
be was Pharaoh's prime minister, as wo should 
say in modem phrase. Ic is interesting to see 
that ho occupied relatively tho samo position 
with reference to Pharaoh that bo Lad 
u-ibh regard to Potiphar and in the prison, 
thus showing that tho samo traits which make 
a man faithful and successful in a humble 
position will niako h:m so In an exalted one. 


Joseph's Love for hia Father (vs.9-]^).—Theso 


versos exhibit tho tendorest filial Jove. Tho 
thought docs not enter his mind that his old 
father :nay disgrace him, and that tbe Egyp- 
tians may think less of him because of bis 
relationship to theso shepherds, whom they 
would not regard \vilh favor on account o? 
their occupation (Gen. xlvi, 34). His only 
thought is to have his father come as soon ug 
possible that he may take care of him in his 
olc: ago in G-o.shen, which was in tbo most 
fruitful part of Egypt. Ho alludes to his 
high position in Egypt, not in any boastful 
spirit, but because-ho,thinks it will make his 
father happy to hoar of his success. 


Love Opens the Way (vs. 14, 15).—First ho 


embraces his own brother Benjamin, and 
thon kissed all tho rest of them, while- his 
tears flow freely in tho joy of that hour. Hia 
brothrcn, who until this time have beer, dumb 
with fear and amazement, undor theso dem- 
onstrations of aflcction aro now able to spcali 
with him. Tbo pon'cct lovo of thetr brother 
bus cast out fear.
